Landgrebe became 
a one-note candidate who ham­ 
mered al the need for greater 
support to Nixon.

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A WEEKLY HOOSIER

Just as terrorists groups 
today strike at varied and 
widespread targets the Civil 
War group known as the Nor­ 
thwest Conspitators also did 
their best to create many 
troubled areas. In the fall of 1864 
the two founders of the group, 
Thomas 
Hines 
and 
John 
C a s t l e m a n , 
p 1 a n n e d 
simultaneous raids on Army 
warehouses in Mattoon, Illinois, 
and the arm y transports 
anchored at the wharfs in St. 
Louis Missouri. They were to 


meet after the raids at Sullivan. 
Indiana wrhere Copperhead 
leaders from. Indiana would 
meet with them to plan trouble 
for our state. 
Hines led. the group that was 
to attack Mattoon and soon set 
the 
bulging 
warehouses 
smoking, but he made the 
mistake of taking a man called 
Maughn with him. Maughn was 
too fond of whiskey and he 
bragged too much in a saloon 
about their afternoon’s work. He 
was arrested and confessed 


Hines and the others left Mat­ 
toon with a Federal Marshal on 
his heels. 
Meanwhile Castleman and his 
group were at the Olive Street 
Motel in St. Louis mapping out 
their campaign. There were 
seventy-three ships at anchor 
there. Each man was assigned 
from three to five steamers as 
his target. For two days they 
wandered about the wharves 
talking to the unsuspecting 
crewmen, swapping yarns and 
plugs of chewing tobacco with 
them 
and 
surreptitiously 
making mounds of wood chips 
and straw in places where they 
w'ould set their fires. The boats 
were not guarded and no one 
questioned their presence. 
On the third day they went at 


five minute intervals to the 
wharves and. set fire to the ships 
with a chemical explosive called 
“Greek Fire.” Unfortunately 
for the conspirators many of the 
bottles of explosive were 
defective and did not explode. 
Only ten transports were 
damaged, but St. Louis was in 
an uproar. 
The raiders calmly boarded 
the train for Terre Haute, ex­ 
changed for a train to Sullivan 
and got off thinking they were 
safe. But once on the platform at 
Sullivan Castleman 
found 
himself 
surrounded 
with 
Federal officers instead of his 
Copperhead friends. 
So mehow H i n e s e s c a pe d 
arrest 
and 
followed 
the 
arresting officers who were 
taking 
Castleman 
to 
Indianapolis to Camp Morton, 
the Military prison. A Terre 
Haute Hines and his men spread 
out across the platform, and. 
were preparing to shoot down 
the soldiers who were guarding 
Castleman when a train load of 
soldiers chugged in. Reluctantly 
they gave up the idea and 
watched their comrades leave 
for Indianapolis. 
Upon his arrival at Camp 
Morton, Castleman was thrown 
into solitary confinement in a 
cell that wfas seven feet square 
and windowless. The only 
ventilation was a twelve inch 
grating in the ceiling. A. guard 
paced over his head night and 
day. Hines bribed the guard to 
help Castleman escape, but the 
attempt was thwarted by an 
alert superior officer. 
On 
another 
occasion 
Cast lemon's mother smuggled 
him thirteen hacksaw blades 
concealed in the back of a Bible 
by Hines. Though Castleman got 
them, he told, his mother to tell 
Hines escape was impossible 
and not to risk his own life 
trying to aid him. 
Castleman"s sister Virginia 
was married to a Judge Samuel 
Miller Brechenridge who was a 
staunch Union man and, a friend 
of Abraham Lincoln. Judge 
Brechenridge, afraid that 
Governor Morton would have 
Castleman hanged,, went to 
Lincoln and obtained a letter 
that would stay the execution if 
it should be ordered. 
Fortunately the letter was 
never 
needed. 
Judge 
Breckenridge did not give it to 
Castleman until thirteen years 


after the war ended. Castleman 
was put on trial before the 
Indian Judge Advocate with 
fifteen charges of spying, 
d e s t r o y i n g 
g o v e r n m. e n t. 
property, and plotting to 
overthrow the government 
ledged against him. Any one of 
these charges was enough to 
send him to the gallows. 
Principal witness against him 
was the drunkard Maughan. 


There were several ad­ 
journments of his case and 
before he went on trial he was 
exchanged, ordered to leave the 
country and never to return 
unless by Presidenta 1 pardon. 
Though 
Governor 
Morton 
protested vigorously he was 
sent to Canada w'here he was 
Diet by Tom Hines. 


After the war, Castleman was 
allowed to return to his country " 
and when, the Spanish. American. 
War broke out he enlisted in the 
Army. He served in Puerto Rico 
under a General Nelson Miles 
who commended his bravery. 
Shortly after his return to the 
United States he was com­ 
missioned a Brigadier-General 
by President McKinley. 


He then returned to Kentucky 
to serve as the state’s a d jut ant - 
General and to serve as the 
chairman of the Louisville 
Board, of Parks.

PROGRESS IN OUR CITY 


Take it ail around, it is astounding all the work that is 
going on in the city of Rushville this summer. The city’s 
sewage enlargement program, the renovation of the 
'Courthouse, and the new elementary schools at 'the north 
edge of the city represent three of the largest projects 
under way at this time. 
Not under way now, but in the preliminary planning 
stages, are the proposed city building and the county jail. 
There is indeed a substantial amount of stirring at one 
time in this town.. 
The city’s sewage enlargement program includes 
installation of the big line across the central-western part 
of the city and newer, bigger waste disposal facilities, and 
the cost will be over $2 million. The huge 24-inch line being 
laid from 11th street to the enlarged riverside disposal 
plant will not only benefit existing deficiencies, but will 
also serve the new school and further expansion to the 
north. 
Long needed and accomplished now with the use of 
federal revenue sharing funds, the renovation of the 
courthouse is costing over $200,000. The price tag on the 
new school, and equipment is approximately $2% million, 
and the city ’s sewage enlargement program is in excess of 
$2 million. And, we might toss in a $40,000 figure in street 
resurfacing. 
There are no cost estimates cn the new city building and 
the county jail at this time, nor is there any estimated 
time when, 'these' will become a rea.li.ty. 
However, work under contract and presently in 
progress amounts to over $5 million dollars. We venture to 
say this is one of the largest expenditures here in a great 
many years — maybe ever. 
Not only will these projects provide employment for a 
great, many people, but 'the accomplishments ought to 
make the city of Rushville more than just a little better 
place in which to live.

Paul ap p aren tly 
believed that a great evil force, 
the “ Lawless One," was at work 
in the world The second coming 
would not ta k | plate until this 
law less One had so increased 
his power and had gathered 
such an arm y of proselytes 
about him that he threatened to 
take over the entire world and 
replace God as the suprem e 
power. Then, and only then, 
would Christ return and in a 
ap o caly p tic m anner u tterly 
destroy the Lawless One and 
establish his okn kingdom. 
Apocalyptic seem s to be the 
right 
word to describe 
this 
vision. It is so foreign to our way 
of thinking that we would tend to 
be skeptical of it. But to the 
early Christians it must have 
seem ed 
logical 
and 
natural. 
N early 
all of 
the 
e a ste rn 
religions, 
including 
Judaism , 
postulated a daim onic power of 
evil in the world constantly at 
war with good At some time 
the final battle between the two 


would 
take place and good 
would trium ph. If this vision 
seem s 
stra n g e 
and 
even 
grotesque to us. 
we 
should 
rem em b er 
that 
throughout 
history Christ ian^could express 
religious tru th only in the 
im agery 
of 
their own 
day. 
Moreover, we know full well 
that evil is at work in the world. 
The personification of it by Paul 
is what is difficult for us to 
accept. 
The Work Ethic 
A fter 
settin g 
the 
Thessalonians straight: on the 
m anner of the second coming, 
Paul then re p e a ts his a d ­ 
monition that they return to 
their daily work. He recalls 
again that when he. Sylvanus, 
and Timothy were with the 
Thessalonians, “we were not 
idle. . .we did not eat anyone’s 
bread without paying, but with 
toil and labor we worked night 
and day, that we might not be a 
burden to you.” Then Paul 
repeats w'hat has come to be a 
fam iliar adage, “ If anyone will 
not work, let him not e a t.” 
In emphasizing the duty to 
work Paul was following leading 
Jewish 
tradition. 
Rabbis, 
of 
whom 
Paul 
was 
one, 
must 
support them selves by the work 
of their hands and must take no 
pay 
for 
th eir 
teaching. 
Therefore, we find rabbis who 
were carpenters, masons, even 
barbers. "He who does not teach 
his son a trade,” went an old 
Jewish proverb, “ teaches him 
to steal.” 
Existential Views 
P a rtly because of P a u l’s 
teach in g , the “ work e th ic ” 
becam e an important doctrine 
of Christianity and was par­ 
tic u la rly 
em phasized 
by 
Am erican Puritans. Today it is 
often 
looked 
down 
upon. 
R eflecting ex iste n tia list and 
F reu d ian 
philosophies, 
a 
modern view sees the kind of 
work Paul was talking about as 
compulsive and destructive to 
m an’s higher aspirations. By 
locking him in a meaningless 
routine it prevents him from 
fulfilling his truly c re a tiv e 
capacities. 
Of course a certain type of 
repetitious work which results 
in no palpable accom plishment 
can 
be 
m eaningless, 


frustrating, and destructive to 
personality. But the drawback 
to the existentialist criticism of 
disciplined, traditional types of 
work is that the existentialist is 
preoccupied entirely with self. 
He 
a ssu m e s—or 
seem s 
to 
assum e— that man is respon­ 
sible only to himself and bears 
no responsibility for others, This 
was what Paul was against. He 
did not com m and work simply 
because it was an output of 
effort, but because in it man 
fulfilled himself as a social 
being. To work at a useful trade 
was to give substance to that 
com m and, “ Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as they self.”

Government Buys Meat To 
Bolster Sagging Market

In an interview' before his 
appearance,

praised 
Tuesday’s announcement that 
the Agriculture Department has 
White House approval to buy up 
to $100 million in beef and pork 
for donation to schools as “a 10- 
strike for cattlemen ... just the 
kind of action they need.” 


The purchase, said Agricul­ 
ture Department experts, might 
not by itself be enough to lift 
cattle prices significantly, al­ 
though

might 
provide

psychological lift. 
White 
House 
economic 
counselor Kenneth Rush said 
Tuesday, that the purchases for 
school donation would probably 
have been made later in the 
year but making them 
this 
summer is a matter of tim ing- 
filling the school orders when 
live cattle are low and the 
governm ent can get a good 
buy. 
School 
children,

will 
benefit from the purchase will 
be getting ordinary hamburger 
and canned pork, familiar foods 
in school lunch lines. Specific 
quantities of the two meats to 
be purchased will be d eter­ 
mined later.

IU Looks To Cold Winter 
With Bigger Coal Stockpile 


BLOOMINGTON. Ind. (UPI) 
—Indiana University is expand­ 
ing its coal storage area for 
next fall and winter “in pre­ 
paration for the uncertainties 
of weather and economic fac­ 
tors." 
The 11.000-ton storage pile is 
being expanded to handle 20,- 
000 tons, said William Hepley, 
director of the physical plant at 
Indiana’s main campus here. 
Hepley said the coal, which 
comes from Indiana mines in 
accordance with state law, is 
being brought in by truck be­ 
cause this is cheaper than rail 
transportation. 
“We’re buying as much coal 
as we can buy because we are 


anticipating a price increase," 
he said. "We’re trying to build 
up a 60-day supply." 
On a cold day the university 
will burn 350 to 400 tons of coal. 
Hepley also mentioned the pos­ 
sibility of strikes next winter, 
which could shut off the sup­ 
ply of coal. In the event the 
university would run short of 
coal and have to close down, 
it would take two to three weeks 
to get to all the buildings and 
adjust the heating system, he 
said.

Proxmire said 
“some 
ex­ 
traordinary questions” about 
the agreements have not been 
answered. “With such momen­ 
tous issues as yet unresolved, 
the Congress cannot stand by 
and allow this proposed agree­

agreement dealing with nuclear 
materials for Egypt and Israel 
unless Congress approves.
